THE LAND OFFICE. 

Sir John Thompson’s many friends and 
admirers in Edmonton will be pleased to 
know, on such competent authority, that 
the recent outburst of popular feeling on 
the question of the removal of the land 
office was the work of “a few people who 
were desirous of making a disturbance.” 
That Sir John Thompson made such a 
statement is clear proof that he was mis- 
informed, and therefore entirely misunder- 
stood the situation. More than a “few” 
people took part and they were not ‘‘desir- 
ous of making a disturbance.” They did 
not take action because they were desirous 
of making a disturbance. The business 
and professional men and _ householders 
generally had nothing to gain and every- 
thing to lose by a disturbance, and these 
were the men who took part in whatever 
disturbance there was. Had they believed 
hat the objectionable action was being 
taken with the full knowledge and consent 
of the government it is not at all likely 
that they would have employed or cuunten- 
anced the employment of physical force to 
oppose it. It was because they were con- 
vinced, from the peculiar course taken in 
the attempted removal, that the govern- 
ment was not cognizant of it, and that it 
was merely a side speculation that they 
opposed it so promptly and strongly, That 
they were right the flat contradiction be- 

tween the action and advertisement of the 
ayent and the assurances received from Ot- 

tuwa, is proof. The government, as a 

whole, was not cognizant, and did not ap- 

prove of the proposed action of the ayent, 
and had it not been for the prompt 
action of the people of Edmonton they 
never would have known the complete 
facts of the case. Now that they know 
them it will be in order for them to find 
out just to what extent private interest and 
influence had to do with this very public 
matter, and to show their good faith by 
giving effect to the assurances conveyed in 
the telegrams of the miniiters of interior 
and public works, namely, that the land 
office will be efficiently maintained in its 
present location and that permanent offices

and if he sees that the rights of others are 
being disregarded he will say, “My turn 
may come next—this is no place for me,” 
and he will go elsewhere. The contented 
settler is the best immigration agent and 
the discontented ene the strongest influ- 
ence against immigration. Nothing will 
make any free man discontented so quick- 
ly as an attack upon his vested interests, 
however slight.

ANOTHER PARRY SOUND OPINION. 


The Sundridge, Ontario, Echo of Jue 16th, | 
contains a very suitable letter from G. T.- 
Montgomery of the Parry Sound colony in rep'y 
to certain letters written in disparagement of 
the Edmonton district by other members of the 
colony under date of May 25th. Mr. Montgom- | 
ery says: “TI like the country very much—and | 
ev ry day I like it better. The soil is far, 
ahead of my expectation. I have never seen in 
any part of Ontario such soil—On my arrival 
ere the weather was very mild and warm, but 
in afew days it turned cold with strong wind 
and slight showers of snow—There seemed to 
be frosts almost every night until lately, but 
since the frost has left everything scens to 
vrow marvelously. Only about two weeks ago 
the country was nothing but a black look nz 
desert, burned north, south, east and west as 
far as your eyecould behold, At present the 
country isa beautiful green color, the grass is 

ix inches long and the wild strawberry vines 
are in bloom and many other wild flowers.” Mr. 
Montgomery goes on to complain of the failure 
of the govrnment to fulfil its promises to have 
the township surveys renewed, and this really 
was the chief ground of complaint with the 
members of the colony as it delayed their get- 
ting on their land and thereby caused them con- 
silerable inconvenience and loss. However 
since Mr. Montgomery’s letter was written 
several survey parties have arrived and have 
re-surveyed a number of townships. Mr. 
Moutgomery closes his letter with the follow- 
ing sound advice: ‘In my opinion the colony 
scheme is a good one if the heads of families 
would come in the fall, secure their lands, build 
houses and provide feed for their cattle and 
then bring their families in spring two weeks 
earlier than we did. Then they would be in a 
position to live the next season, and I will 
vuarantee if this was done you would hear no 
had reports of the country.”
